FORESTRY PRACTICES SAID TO PORTEND DISASTER

[Text] Perturbed by the damage being caused to the ecology Mre. Indira Gandhi 
never misses any occasion to highlight the necessity to preserve it. Even during 


her recent rushed two-day tour of Gujarat, she gade it 4 point to epare time to 
inaueurate a conference on ecology at Sasan Gir. 





But despite Mrs, Gandhi's exhortations, the etetes, in fact, are taking 4 lead in 
upsetting the ecological balance. The policy followed by the forest development 
corporations set up by them is the major cause of the destruction of the country's 
forests. Since the corporations are interested primarily in making a6 auch soney 
from the sale of trees to contractors, they plant only those which fetch the 
highest commercia! returns. 


Chir pines, which provide resin not only for domestic use but export a6 well, have 
been planted throughout the Himalayan foothills. tt is precisely chis practice of 
mone-culture that is responsible for the floods which wreak suc! ee with unfail- 
ine regularity. 


For one, a8 the trees are planted in blocks together, they @ature at the same time 
and are thus cut at one go. As 4 result large hilly tracts have no protection. For 
another, under sono-culture no scrubs or “secondary trees” are planted, which 
facilitates soil erosion during the rains. 





The ¢ ir pines are of little wee to the local people. Before the introduction of 
“seientific forestry”, as the authorities describe it, the natural forests used to 
yield a variety of {ruite for consumption by the villarers. And the grasr and 
shrube fed the cattle. 


Dietrict collector Walton wrote in the Al@ora gazetteer in the nineteenth century: 
“The hillaan is indeed specially blessed by the presence in almost every jungle 
of fruits vegetables, roots to help him over 4 period of soderate scarcity.” 


Grownd Water Loss 


MNono-culture has put an end to this state of bounty. Even if emal’er trees, 
shrubs and erases are planted, these are not likely to grow because chir pine 
needles are acidic and destroy everything on which they fall. 








The inability of chir forests to absorb water, a6 well as indiseriminate felling 
of trees, has resulted in far greater quantities of it flowing down the hille, 

The firet Lerigation Commission (1901-3) estimated surface flow at 1,170 million 
aete feet. in 1972, it placed the flow at 1,356 million acre feet, an increase of 
186 million acre feet in 7) years, 


Consequently the ground water level in and around the hille has declined. This 
has had drastic implications for the agriculture of the people living in the 
region, No crope can be grown there during dry periods, 


The repeated washing off of the top soil from the hille has begun to affect 
agricultural productivity along the entire Indo-Gangetic plain. For ae 4 result 
of siltation of river bede sand ie washed across over vast stretches of land 
during f \ocode. 


Thies drastically reduced the crop yield. In Jaunpur district of eastern U.P. 
despite the increased use of high-yielding varieties of seeds, and fertilisers, and 
improved irrigation facilities, the productivity of the cultivable land has 

dec lined, 


Since the early forties, the country has lost over a hundred willion acres of 
forested land. As wood accounts for 62 per cent of the domestic fuel and in the 
rural areas this figure is as high as 80 per cent, over 250 million cubic setres 
of it is being removed from forests each year. This is sore than 20 times the 
volume of timber extracted each year and exceeds many times the annual growth of 
wood in forests. 


The benefit provided by forests, if calculated in hard currency, amounts to over a4 
hundred thousand crore repuees: the insurance against floods, erosion and loss of 
soil nutrients adds up to Re. 30,000 crores; forests store water worth Re. 40,000 
crores and they provide timber and firewood worth Re. 45,000 crores. 


Porestry can generate far more jobe than industry A cost-benefit analysis con- 
du. ced by Mr. Shankar Ranganathan, an ecologist, supports this point. If Re. 200 
crores is invested in a petrochemical plant, it being highly autometed, will not 
need more than 100 ope cors. Since its primary product will be available for 
conversion into a var! cy of articles about 50,000 jobs will be created downstream 
through manufacture, transport, sales and service but thie will require an addi- 
tional investment of about Re. 300 crores. 


Scope for Jobs 


If the eum of Re. 500 crores is used for forestry, five million acres can be cov- 
ered with trees, every year, after the fifth year, a sillion and 4 quarter acres 
can be cropped. Aride from 100,000 people who will be required for this purpose, 
an equal number wil! be employed in soil preparation, conservation and harvest ing 
operations. In addition, the collection and processing of forest products will 
generate « large number of jobs. The total employment created will be at least 
eix times greater than that by 4 petrochemical complex. 


But ae things are, trees are being cut at such a rapid rate that India will lose al! 
her forests within 20 years. Thie will lead to a drastic drop in agricultural pro- 
duction and cause the death by starvation of millions. 








Clearly steps urgently need to be taken to prevent sueh a catastrophe, According 
te the plan formulated by Mr. Sunderlal Bahugana, leader of the Chipko movement 

in the Garhwal and Kumaon Himalayas, there should be a ban on the commercial 
felling of trees in the hille above an altitude of 1,090 metres and on slopes 
whose gradient is more than 30 degrees. Por the steeper the slope, the greater the 
danger of erosion, 


There should be 4 restriction on the cutting of fodder species like hornbeam, At 
present it is being removed in large numbers to meet the needs of the textile 
industry, 


Measures should aleo be taken to prevent the callous exploitation of pine trees, 
The greed of contractors makes them try to extract the maximum resin by making 
deep cute on the sides of the trees which weakens them to such an extent that they 
cannot withetand the slightest breeze, 


The practice of mono-culture should be restricted only to unproductive barren 
land, of which the country has over 4 million acres. Emphasis must be laid on 
planting food ‘rees--those that bear fruits, nuts, oilseeds; fertiliser trees-- 
whose leaves  e rich in organic manure; fibre trees like mulbery and cotton; and 
trees that pr. vide fodder. [ae published] 


The supporters of Chipko Andolan quote the government's policy in support of their 
demand that al! commercial felling should be banned until the forests cover 60 per 
cent of the hills. At present thie figure is ae low as 30 per cent.

LDP BLOCKS STRICTER AIR POLLUTION CONTROL--Tokyo, 12 Mar (KYODO) ~<-The Liberal- 
Democratic Party (LDP) Thursday blocked the Environment Agency's move toward 
atricter air pollution controle in four major prefectures, thus possibly re- 
tarding greatly the agency's five-year plan. The government party decided to 
freeze the agency's proposed amendment of the air pollution control law aimed 

at introducing regionwise restrictions in Tokyo, Kanagawa, Aichi and Osaka, 
where the nitrogen dioxide concentrations are higher than national levels. The 
agency has been negotiating with other government agencies concerned on the 
amendment since it decided to bring down densities of nitrogen dioxide, a major 
air pollutant, in the four prefectures to within the national level of 0.04-0.06 
ppm by 1985, on February 20. At Thursday's meeting, LDP's Environment Division 
complained that the agency's proposed amendment of the law posed various probleme, 
and froze the move. The International Trade and Industry Ministry and the busi- 
ness community are strongly opposed to the agency's move for tighter pollution 
controls.

[Article: “Twenty Provinces, Municipalities, and Dietricte Levy Pollution Fines in 
Order To Promote Pactory Control of Pollution") 


[Text] in order to promote pollution control by the industrial and mining enterprises 
and the business unite, 20 provinces, sunicipalities, and districts levied pollution 
fines on more than |,500 enterprises and unite whose pollution exceeded the national 
pollution standard last year according to the exieting regulations in the “environ- 
mental protection laws (tentative) .” 


These 20 provinces, municipalities, and autonomous districts include Jiangsu, Yunnan, 
Hebei, Zhejiang, Hunan, Hubei, Anhui, Shaanxi, Ganeu, Henan, Shanxi, Shandong, 
Guithou, Jiangxi, Pujian, Guangdong, Liaoning, Sichuan, Shanghai, and Kinjiang. The 
standard of pollution fines is in general somewhat larger in amount than the regular 
operating cost of the pollution treatwent equipment. The fines are stopped as soon 
as the pollution standard is set. On the other hand, a larger fine is levied on 
those unite capable of treating the pollution but fail to do eo year after year. 


The greater majority of China's industrial and transportation enterprises and some 
ousiness wnite which diecharge pollutants are not equipped with pollution control 
devices. For too long, many diecharged pollutente arbitrarily and thue endangered 
the environment without being charged with any economic responsibility. Some 
enterprises, after constructing the pollution control devices, calculated its operat~- 
ing cost a6 part of the production cost and eo came up with + emalier profit. An 
unreasonable phenomenon resulted. 


Those enterprises which discharged pollutants arbitrarily showed larger profite 
because of larger costes and were criticized by their superior departments. This 
adversely affected the willingness of sany enterprises to control pollution. 


After the pollution fines were levied, this problem has obtained 4 preliminary 
solution, and factory control of pollution has been significantly promoted. There 
were 38 plants in Suzhou equipped with pollution control devices, but only 6 plants 
actually used these dewices in the past. Since the pollution fines were levied 411 
these devices have been put into normal operation. More than one-half of the enter- 
prises levied with pollution fines have already submitted their pollution control 
plans; some have already finished installation and started pollution control. Within 
2 months of levying pollution fines, 22 out of 24 enterprises of Huangeshi City, which 








veed to discharge pollutants exceeding the national standard, have taken some pollution 
control measures and achieved preliminary results. Some enterprises whieh polluted 
because of the backwardness of their technology and poor management and thue failed 

to athieve overal! utilisation of the resources are now taking positive measures te 
improve their situations, The Ne | and No 2 blast furnaces of Taiyuan Steel Company 
weed to discharge coal gas straight inte the atmosphere, Since May last year, the 
plant wae fined more than 300,000 yuan 4 month and felt the economic lose too great, 
They have, therefore, finished early a construction project related to overall 
utilisation of resources at the end of last year which was originally planned to be 
finished in 2 yeare. 


Levying pollution {ines has aleo created a channel of capital for the pollution contro). 
Nantong City in Jiangeu has collected 4 sum of 1.9 eillion yuan in pollution fines; 
1.67 million yuan of thie sum have been allocated ae 4 subsidiary fund for the 
pollution control construction. Almost all fines collected by Sushou City have been 
turned into a subsidiary fund for the pollution control construc (ion, amounting to 
approximately one-third of the total investment made on the pollution contro] in 
Sushow last year.

PETROCHEMICAL PLANT BOWS TO MASS OPINION, ELIMINATES POLLUTION 
Shenyang LIAONING RIBAO in Chinese 9 Jan 81 p 2

Masses Are Supportive and Glad of Pollution Controls; Shenyang Troop Unit Panjin 
Petrochemical Plant Conectentiously implements Environmental Protection Law") 


{Text} The Shenyane Troop Unit Panjin Petrochemical Plant humbly accepted the 
opinion of the masses and launched an overall assault on the “three wastes” and, as 
4 result, eliminated pollution from the area around the plant and strengthened the 
good relationship between the troop and the people one etep further. 


This petrochemical plant wae responsible for the production of carbon black and 
pitch. The waste water, waste gas, and waste oi] discharged from the plant severely 
polluted the environment. The local government and the masses criticized the plant 
for their part in the environmental pollution problee wany times. The leaders of 

the plant party committee considered that protecting the environment from pollution 
was part of the important content of the four aodernizations and that the welfare 

of the gasses gust always come firet; we guest not do anything that goes against the 
benefit of the people. The party committee decided therefore to take decisive measures 
to end the pollution problem ae soon as possible. They eobilized the engineering 
technical personnel to draw up 4 treatment plan, and have carried out an overall 
treatment of more than 1,000 #) of hareful gas and several tens of tone of waste 
water; twice stopping the plant operation in order to do the job well. In the 

carbon black factory, the free carbon in the waste gas wae effectively removed from 
it after an air preheater and an intercooler were installed. The smoke which was 
once black has now turnedcoloriess (White). The heating furnace of the pitch factory 
was reconstructed so that the furnace temperature was raised from 400 to 800 degrees. 
The irritating odor of the waste pitch gas was eliminated after the gas was passed 
through the furance and heated. For the 4 yy of waste water, additional sewer 


pipe was laid; an oil-water separating tenh wag constructed; the existing water cir- 
culating tank was enlarged from 800 to 3,000 @ and, a6 4 result, the greater part 
of the waste water can now be recycled, and no sore waste water or waste of] flow 


into the etreams and reed ponds in the vicinity. 


During the process of treating the “three wastes” they have aleo extensively carried 
out an overall utilization echeme by turning waste into treasure. They utilized the 
oil-water separator very effectively and recovered 4 large volume of used oil and 
light ofl which used to be discharged with the waste water. By December last year, 
this technological innovation alone had saved 124,000 yuan for the nation and thus 
recovered the investment put into the treatment equipment for the “three wastes” 
completely. The workers and the commune sembers living in the vicinity of the 
station, after witnessing the good work of treating the “three wastes” done by the 
troop unit plant, praised them for their good manner of behavior in accepting the 
asses. opinion and working for the benefit of the masses. 











DISCHARGING WASTE FEES--The environmental protection department of Yangpu [short 
for Yangehupu] Dietrict has begun to practice such economic measures a6 charging 
fees and penalties for discharging the three wastes. The work of controlling 
and treating the three wastes hae been taproved ewer since. In that district, 

41 wmite were listed in the first batch which were required to pay fees for 
diecharging waste. According to the rules formulated by the department, the fees 
to be paid every apnth amount to 1.686 a@illion yuan. After thie economic method 
wae taplemented, leaders of aany plante took over the three-waste control and 
treatment work personally. The electrical dust removal project for the two 
rotary kilns of the Wusong Cement Plant was approved in the beginning of 1979, but 
it wae not pushed and the engineering work proceeded very slowly. After the 
leadere of the plant heard that it would be required to pay 4 discharge fee 
amounting to gore than twice the profit it delivers to its superior every aonth, 
they personally took charge of making and installing the equipment, which has 
now entered the stage of testing. and all efforts were exerted to operate it 
before the end of November. Other dust removal plane are aleo being seriously 
studied in that plant. In May this veer, the Pharmaceutical Plant No 4 estimated 
that it should be paying 4 discharging fee of gore than 115,000 yuan per aonrh. 
The leaders have since gobilized the workers of the power machine shop to 
utilize an abandoned furnace to resolve the probies of separating clean and 
turbid waste water of that shop, and to install an of] and water separator to 
treat the oil-containing waste water to result in an average ofl elimination rate 
of @=re than 90 percent. Due to adoption of such einor reforms, the plant has 
reduced ite pollution and the fee it paid in September was only 31,000 yuan. 

Many unite are currently studying and forsulat measures and rules to control 
and treat the three wastes based upon each other's actual conditions, #0 a8 to 
pay little or none at 411 of the assessed pollutant discharge fees and to do a 
good job of environmental protection.

WATER POLLUTION--The water used to cool coke at the Yangshupu Gas Plant of this 
city [Shanghai] has been discharged into the Huangpu River for 4 long time and 
the water source is thus polluted. Since the rule of charging fees for 
diecharging waste water was formulated in September of this year in the entire 
city, this problem was resolvec in less than half 4 month. In the process of 
producing gas, that plant has °,400 tons of coke cooling waste water every day. 
Each liter of waste water contained about 10 ag of phenol, greatly exceeding the 
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standard of the state. The leaders of ite supervising agency demanded that the 
plant treat ite waste water, but the leaders of the plant emphasized the fact 
that the plant site te emall; thie makes the work difficult. The funds and some 
fav materials provided by the supervising agency for coke cooling waste water 
treatment were converted for other uses. After the rule of paying 4 waste water 
discharge fee was implemented by the municipal bureau of environmental protection 
in September thie year, the leaders of that plant tamediately called a conference 
and resolved to begin the project of waste water treatment 48 800n 48 possible. 
Consequentiy, the entire engineering project was completed and in operation 
within half a month, Someone reflected: "Without charging fees, the big elephant 
just would not budge; a8 soon a6 4 fee is to be collected, 4 4-year old probles

DUST, NOISE POLLUTION--The yellow-colored tobacco dust and loud noise have filled 
the Shanghai Cigarette Plant for several tense of years. Due to the fact that the 
Plant has designed and constructed for iteelf an enclosed dust and noise remval 
system, the problem has been basically resolved. in the process of producing 
cigarettes, a large quantity of tobacco duet and high frequency noises were 
produced which affected the health of the workers. The residents of the 
surrounding area suffered as well. Last year, the plant invested 170,000 yuan 
for comprehensive treatment of the dust and noise. An enclosed noise and dust 
removing chamber was designed and constructed by the plant itself to place the 
blower of the cigarette machine and the first stage dust remving equipment in 
one room to lock the dust and noise inside that room. According to the deter- 
mination of a related department, the noise of the machine shop has thus been 
reduced from 100 db to 60 db, which meets the standard of the etate. The dust 
elimination equipment can capture tobacco duet below the size of 5 @. [Text]

WATER TREATMENT PLANT--The 1976 design of the municipal Urban Construction Bureau 
of the Jiading Waste ‘ster Treatment Plant, which was completed in 1978, has made 
it a relatively advanced plant in Shanghai, at present, in using the biochemical 
method of treatment. It has 4 capacity of treating 10,000 tone of waste water 
per day and ite capital investment is 2 aillion plus yuan. Since its official 
opening in April iast year, the plant has been treating less than 3,000 tons a 
day. Of the four large treatment tanks in that plant, one is working, one just 
remains there, and two are being used to raise fish. On the other hand, thousands 
and thousands of tons of waste water in the city of Jiading still flow into the 
stream that surrounds it. The water of the etreams in the area of Wellongtan, 
etc, has turned black and odorous. Is this not 4 strange event’? From what we 
heard, the reason the three large treatment tanks have not yet produced any 
benefit is due to the fact that the ground water conditions under the city vere 
not understood when the construction was carried out. The waste water pipes 
were sometimes connected to the rain water pipes or vice versa and the waste 
treatment work is thus affected. Another reason is the fact that some factories, 
such as Jiading Agricultural Machine Repair Plant, Jiading Shipyard, Xinhu Glass 
Works, Shanghai Scientific inetrument Plant, etc have no sources of materials 
and capital to connect their waste water pipes to the treatment plant; they have 
to allow the waste water to flow every other way. For these reasons, we are 
here to plead that the related departments of the city stop blaming each other 
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and stop giving excuses so that thie ancient culture city of Jiading can restore 
its appearance of clean streams, birds, and flowers. (Text) [Shanghai WEN HUI

PLANT STOPS WASTE WATER =The production Line of the old compressor at the Shanghal 
Rlectric Cable Plant, which diecharged copper-containing waste water every day, 
has stopped. It will be in operation again when the waste water treatment 
engineering project te completed. That production line wae discharging waste 
water with a density of copper 49 times that of the permissible level. Last year, 
the city provided the plant with 4 capital of 50,000 yuan and ordered it to 
complete the treatment project before the end of thie year. The leaders of the 
plant did not pay any attention, and did not complete the designing portion by 
the end of August. After the qunicipal Eavironmental Protection Bureau called 

a work conference, the municipal Bureau of Machines No 1 and the Machinery and 
Electrical Company informed the plant in no uncertain terme that if the waste 
water remained untreated, it had to pay 4 80,000 yuan diecharge fee every month. 
The party committee of the plant became anaioue and called an emergency meeting. 
The jobs of the plant were rearranged to allow the old compressor line to stop 
production on } September to stop the diecharge of waste water. At present, the 
construction portion of the treatment project is about to be finished, and the 
plant is trying very hard to complete the whole waste water treatment system 
tee. thie year.

Railroad Traffic Affected

(Text) Sinee 0900 howre on Wednesday, the Limpopo Line has been cut off to inter- 
national traffic and part of the domestic traffic ae a result of the settling of 
the temporary etretch at Masiachopes caueed by the violent raine that have fallen 
in that region in recent days. 


The situation ise unpredictable due to the increasing rise upstream from the 
Nazimchopes River. it should aleo be noted that, in case the water level (which is 
about 4 getere below the line at the present time) does not decrease rapidiy, other 
cute may occur upriver between Magimchopes and Motaze. 


Because of the force of the current, 4 large aprt of the aforementioned embankment 
has settled since the foundations were washed out and the line is now suspended on 
ite croeeties. 


A team comprised of experts from the Engineering Directorate and of the Line and 
Vorke Services went to the site early yesterday to sesess the damage. On both sides 
of the line, 4 kilometers of water completely destroyed rice and corn crops and 

the situation upstream and downetream of that river ie still not known.

The @inieter of domestic trade, Arandada Silva, in hie capacity as vice president 
of the Department for Preventing and Combating Natural Calamities, accompanied by 
the director of that department, recently visited Gaza, flying over the areas 
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where the beginning of flooding te already being observed, On the same occasion, 
Aranda da Silva contacted the provincial autherites in order that lamediate preven 
tive measures may be taken to prevent disastere. in that conmection, it hae been 
learned that certain quantities of food and clothing have already been sent to that 
province to aid the people whe presumably will be left homeless. 


On the Vebeluei River, point of fleed water has already cut off traffic on the 
bridge on the road leading to Catuane a6 4 result of that bridge having become 
submerged. in the meantime, on the incomati River, aceording to observations made 
at the Reseane Garcia hydrographic station, the water level rose about | geter in 
the period between 1000 hours the day before yeateriay and 1000 hours yesterday. 


According to the information we have received from on official of the Nationa! 
Waters Directorate (DNA), Engineer Antonio Goncalves, heavy rains have fallen is 
South Africa for about 10 days, whieh have caused on increase in the volume of 
water in the Limpopo River. Since our country ie downstream (in relation to the 
mouth) from that river, the current 411 flows towerd here, reaching the Lower Lie- 
popo River. an easily flooded area. 





Since the raine in South Africa are diminishing at the present time, the situation 
ie not considered desperate, but 411 precautions will be taken eo that the effects 
of the floods will not reach catastrophic proportions. That will be done taking 
inte account the fact that raine are also falling in Mosambique at the present time. 


Brigades of hydrographers are currently working in the field, particularly in 
Chokwe, Sicacate and Kai-Xai, supplying information to headquarters throughout the 
day on the development of the situation. Those places customarily affected by 
floods are also being delineated, the principal aie being to enable the population 
to learn exactly where they should not live.
